basis for a social order which anticipates no sudden and 
miraculous millennium. That is as complete an about-face 
an a denial of permanent social values in Jesus as one could 
imagine. There are multitudes who never heard of Jewish 
apocalypticism and who could not, if they tried, state their 
doubt of Jesus in the language of historical scholarship but 
who nevertheless move along from day to day with a con- 
viction that much that Jesus said can not be taken seriously 
by a man who would be practical and successful. 


Jesus called for a genuine sharing of the sorrow and shame 
and hunger and loneliness of the world; they have never 
surrendered a single joy, foresworn one lone hour, denied 
themselves a single meal, relinquished one social opportunity 
in order to pass it on to others. Jesus called for sacrifice; 
they have never identified themselves with any minority 
group and redeemed its privations and miseries at the price 
of their own pain. Jesus summoned men to the quest of the 
unseen; they are absorbed in motor cars and country houses, 
in salutations at trade conventions, in the office, honors and 
emoluments which are bestowed upon the idols of the tribe. 
Jesus believed in forgiveness and humility and love; they be- 
lieve in reprisals and “pushfulness” and the “big stick.” 
Jesus summoned us to a faith that would risk its life; they 
believe in caution and moderation and safety. He believed in 
the single eye; they are keeping an eye on the main chance. 
One of the most curious phenomena of history is this mood 
which gets “fighting mad” if a theological question is raised 
about the person of Jesus and emotionally drunk on choral 
and homiletical eulogies of His name but which coolly and 
deliberately proceeds to ignore the fundamental principles 
for which He gave His life. But however curious such a 
phenomenon, its significance is as plain as day. It simply 
means that men and women do not believe that in Him we 


are face to face with ultimate reality. Their conception of 
reality i is revealed, not in their romantic attitudes on Sunday 
but in the things which they deem it necessary to do in order 
to get on during the week. It means that they do not believe 
that in Him is life, that we can not live without Him; they 
are living without Him in wide areas of their lives. 


What our people need is not simply a persuasion of com- 
parative values but a realization of ultimate values. Such a 
realization can come only as we actually give those values 
demonstration in life. You can not talk your way into Christ; 
you can not think your way into Christ; you must live your 
way into Christ! Somehow, therefore, our people must be 
persuaded to give the values in Jesus an opportunity to 
demonstrate themselves in life. And such a persuasion is not 
going to come merely by preaching on our part. The 
demonstration must begin in us. Adapting Rufus Jones’ 
splendid words at Jerusalem, there is no use selecting a few 
experts in talk to stand behind the pulpit at home to expound 
in fine words the theoretical gospel of revelation or of salva- 
tion or of an ideal society if we live by secular standards 
and practice utilitarian creeds with a thin veneer of church 
piety laid over it to soothe our consciences.

The Diocese comes back from the sum- 
mer lull to take up active work with a 
sense of great loss and of great sorrow. 
Not only have we lost Mrs. Monteagle, a loss which grows 
more as the weeks go by, but shortly after that Mother Ger- 
trude Paula, the Superior of the Sisters of St. Saviour, en- 
tered into her well-earned rest, or as one would rather put 
it, went forward to new and larger service of her Lord. Her 
death came after much serious illness, It was not unexpected 
yet in her quiet and beautiful way she had filled so large a 
place in our big diocesan family that it brought a deep and 
immediate poignancy of grief to a very large number. The 
details of her life have already been recalled in this paper. 
But the details are of little moment compared with the im- 
pression of her personality—the strong and constant faith 
which sustained her and the devotion and love which 
brought her to the decision to give up “the world” and sur- 
render herself completely to the service of God and His 
children. The lives of great numbers of women, old and 
young, have been made wholesome and Christian through 
her. The Diocese and the Church are richer for the abund- 
unce of her devoted life. 

In late July, so quietly and suddenly that few of his 
friends even knew he was ill, came the death of the Rev. 
Charles Miel. He had not been in active work for some 
years, having found soon after his rather strenuous war 
service that the physical strain of parish work was too 
great. He had, however, continued to give as much time as 
his other work would allow to the service of Christ Church, 
Alameda, in which parish he lived. Everyone concerned in 
the educational life of the Diocese knows of the great Church 
School which he built up there, of the hold which his 
charming and unique personality had upon the children and 
of the further fact that it was his vigorous and determined 
effort which contributed as much as anything else to the 
now finally successful effort to secure a field secretary for 
education. All this, together with most earnest interest in 
the cathedral and other diocesan projects, came after his 
retirement. But before that for many years, from the time of 
his first rectorship in Sausalito, his had been a notable figure 
and a notable life. His rectorships were few, the longest and 
most important being that of St. Paul’s, Sacramento, but his 
contacts and interests were many. He was at the forefront in 
the friendly battles in the Diocese of a generation back. He 
was always leading some kind of new movement. He was a 
fine preacher and a witly speaker, a devoted friend and a 
big-hearted pastor. He wrote trenchantly and delightfully. 
He had a thousand friends and they came from every walk 
in life. He was withal a simple and devoted Christian priest. 
We loved him. We thank God for the service he rendered. 
We pray that he may have continual growth in God’s love 
and service. . 


RECENT LOSSES 


This is the time of year when 
LOOKING FORWARD parish, diocese and Church begin 

to look forward. Budgets are being 
prepared, programs for the year outlined, parish quotas ar- 
ranged and every-member canvasses organized. All these 
things, so far as the Diocese is concerned, are under the 
guidance of the Field and Revenue departments. Details of 
the diocesan program and needs will be found in the last 
issue of The Pacific Churchman and in other parts of this, 
as well as in the leaflets issued by the Field Department. 
But there are three very important matters among our 
diocesan needs to which I want to call special attention. 
The Council has fixed on a definite policy for salary in- 
crease of our missionaries in the field. They are inadequately 
paid now. The proposal is to make a small annual increase 
until we reach an adequate minimum. To carry it out means 
not only real help in the matter of living but also such en- 
couragement and stimulus to the clergy as will make the 
whole Church work and life go forward more vigorously. 
But to carry it out also means more money. If our diocesan 
budget can not be increased this year we can make no in- 


creases in salary except insofar as the missions themselves 
can pledge more. 

Nor can we continue the splendid work begun by our 
educational secretary without more money. We asked her to 
come in faith that the Diocese would respond. During this 
first year of her work the expense has been met by special 
funds but that can not continue. We must add to our income 
another $2000 or lose the fine forward movement begun. 

Finally, we do need very greatly all the workers noted in 
the Field Department’s pamphlet, but most especially we 
must have help in the Contra Costa and Salinas Valley 
fields. 

Now all this means that when you and you and you come 
to make your Church pledges you must consider seriously 
and intelligently your responsibility for diocesan work and 
ask yourself prayerfully whether you can not increase the 
amount. It also means that vestries must consider seriously 
and intelligently their responsibility and ask themselves 
whether they are doing their part in leadership of their 
parishes. 

It is a big question before the Diocese this year. Can we 
raise our full quota? Can we do our full share of the Na- 
tional Council’s work? Can we do the work of the Diocese 
as it ought to be done?—E. L. P. 


Rey. D. J. Evans Pays Tribute to Bishop Breit 


A long letter is published in a recent issue of the Palo Alto 
Times from the Rev. David J. Evans, rector emeritus of All 
Saints Church, Palo Alto, while on a trip around the worid. 
The letter is written with the strong and delightful style of 
Mr. Evans and contains the following tender tribute to the 
late Bishop Brent: 

“Of all these famous and historic places, I must frankly 
confess, though in so doing I am sure to disappoint many, 
that the two Swiss cities interested me most, simply for 
the reason that while Florence, Venice and Milan are rich 
with priceless shrines of art and hallowed with deathless 
memories of so many of the world’s greatest painters, poets 
and architects, their glory lies chiefly in the past, while the 
future of humanity and all our hope for the establishment of 
a new era emancipated from the scourge of war and religious 
bigotry, are absolutely dependent upon the success of the 
movements identified with Geneva and Lausanne, I mean, of 
course, the League of Nations, inaugurated by Woodrow Wil- 
son in the old town hall of Geneva in 1918 (in the same room 
where the first convention of the Red Cross was signed in 
1864) and the Conference on Faith and Order, one of the 
most wonderful gatherings in the history of Christendom, 
which under the presidency of Bishop Brent was held in 
Lausanne in the spring of 1927. 

“It was my sad privilege to be among the mourners at his 
funeral in the English church at Lausanne a few weeks ago 
and I heard a distinguished clergyman of the old Catholic 
church, Dr. Kellar, bear his testimony to the intrepid faith 
with which Bishop Brent had in his career grappled with 
three great adventures for God—the abatement of the opium 
traflic in the Orient, the unity of Christendom and the aboli- 
tion of war. ‘The Christian church,’ said the bishop in a 
great speech, ‘ought to make an end of war in this genera- 
tion. I may be thought a fool for believing in such a possi- 
bility. Be it so; I am content to be God’s fool.’ 

“There is today in Palo Alto a woman to whom this great 
Christian, a year or two after the war in which he served as 
chaplain-general of the American forces, wrote a letter of 
condolence on the death of her beloved son, a Stanford man 
and communicant of All Saints Church, in which he used this 
striking expression: ‘You have not lost your boy; God has 
but pressed him deep into the quick of your being.’ 

“May God press deep into the quick of the being of all 
Christian people the conviction that the time has come to 
subordinate theological shibboleths and procrustean dogmas 
to the vital need of such spiritual union and concord as can 
not fail, if it should be realized, to achieve the abolition of 
war in the present generation. When that time shall come

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Annual Clergy Conference 


The Annual Clergy Conference of the Diocese was held in 
Grace Chapel, Wednesday, September 18. Practically all of 
the clergy were present. 

The conference opened with Holy Communion, the Bishop 
being celebrant. 

The Bishop gave a short, devotional talk on the collect 
for the day. The first subject considered was the use of the 
New Prayer Book. The Bishop referred to that part of his 
last Convention address dealing with “lawlessness,” as ex- 
pressing his views. Regarding changes the Bishop said: “I 
don’t believe it is contrary to the spirit of revision to intro- 
duce special prayers for special objects not provided for, on 
special occasions. I do think that no one ought to decide 
for himself to make any regular, systematic variation in the 
services.” 

The Bishop then noted the increased responsibility placed 
on the clergy in the use of the evening service, due to the 
various choices. 

Regarding the use of intinction, the Bishop stated that he 
agreed with Bishop Lawrence to the effect that no rubric 
was required, as the Bishop can always give permission to 
the priest who feels that it is important to use it. 


Regarding reservation, the Bishop stated that its use is 
still permitted for communicating immediately to those un- 
able to attend but that reservation is not allowed as a cen- 
ter of worship. 

The importance of preserving the use of the evening serv- 
ice was discussed. 

The matter of keeping up pension assessments was dis- 
cussed. 

Reports were made on the progress of the Cathedral build- 
ing. The Bishop announced that the south transept doorway 
and doors would be made a memorial to the late Mrs. Mont- 
eagle, at a cost of about $42,000. 

The matter of the Church School Advent offering was 
discussed. 

Dr. Powell explained the progress in the Divinity School 
building. 

The Asilomar Conference was the subject of an extended 
discussion. It was finally decided to hold the conference 
next year at Asilomar. In the meanwhile the matter of secur- 
ing a better place will be considered. 

The work of the Young People’s Fellowship and the Bonds 
of Fellowship was discussed with a view to assisting the 
work. 

A telegram of grecting was received from the Archdeacon 
and a fraternal wire sent in return. 


The subject of the work of the Social Service Department 
was presented by the Rev. G. H. B. Wright, chairman of the 
department. In this connection the subject of “The Freedom 
of the Pulpit” was discussed. The Church suffers greatly 
every time a clergyman is driven from his pulpit and it is 
of the utmost importance that the freedom of the prophet 
be conserved. 

The matter of developing a “city strategy” for the direc- 
tion of parish work in large centers was discusesd and re- 
sulted in a request that the Bishop appoint a special com- 
mittee to have a survey made and report to the next Dio- 
cesan Convention. 

The subject of the placement of the clergy aroused in- 
tense interest. Serious objections were made to the radical 
recommendations of the report of the Commission on the 
Ministry, yet it was acknowledged that things are in an un- 
satisfactory state and the whole matter needs some funda- 
mental adjustments. Continued discussion will be made and 
eventually it will be solved in a way to remove its present 
inefficiencies and dissatisfactions. 


The clergy conference is becoming each year more satis- 
factory as a medium through which the clergy can discuss 


practical aspects of their work and express their viewpoints 


with freedom and frankness.

Laymen’s Annual Dinner 


The Laymen’s Annual Dinner was held at the Stewart 
Hotel, Wednesday evening, September 18. Mr. Theo Dredge 
presided, with his usual wit and wisdom. The active clergy 
of the Diocese were present as the guests of the Churchmen’s 
Round Table. 

Mr. Dredge outlined the plans for the fall campaign of 
the Field Department emphasizing especially the need for 
increase of clergy salaries and getting The Pacific Church- 
man into every home in the Diocese. The speaker fortified 
his remarks with apt quotations from the Book of Wisdom. 
He expressed regret at the absence of the Archdeacon and 
moved the sending of a telegram of greeting. 


Mr. Willam Burr gave an interesting report of the Lay- 
men’s Conference held in San Rafael at the end of August. 
There was a good attendance and great interest was aroused 
in the fall program of the Field Department. 

The Rev. Bayard Jones gave a clear explanation of the 
revision of the parochial quotas. He explained how it was 
based more nearly on the actual capacity of parishes and 
missions for giving. It would require revision of some parish 
budgets but would work no real hardship on any. After all, 
we must get back to the principle of voluntary giving, as 
stressed by the late Bishop Nichols. The motive of giving 
should be one of desire to support the work of the Church 
rather than a routine job of meeting a certain quota. 


Mr. Victor Robertson gave a detailed story of the result of 
the survey regarding last year’s Every Member Canvass, 
emphasizing the lessons that may be gathered from it. He 
gave this good advice: “Get a disagreeable job over in the 
quickest way.” He stated that the greatest need was for par- 
ishes and missions to get a larger outlook. There is too 
much localism. We need more instruction, inspiration and 
enthusiasm. Leaders must be provided with these qualities. 
He closed by saying: “Don’t confer, refer and defer.” 


The Bishop closed with a brief talk in which he expressed 
warm appreciation of the faithful work of the laymen of 
the Diocese. He stressed the new needs for the expansion of 
the work of the Church in the Diocese, and made an appeal 
to use the facilities of the Field Department and make a 
special effort to raise our full quota for this year. 

Dean Gee moved a vote of thanks of the clergy in appre- 
ciation of the fine dinner and splendid program of the 
evening. The Bishop seconded the motion, which was Car- 
ried by a standing vote. 

Spirited singing of Church hymns was led by Colonel 
Noble, who presided at the piano with the ease of a vir- 
tuoso., 

The happy occasion closed with the benediction by the 
Bishop and the singing of the Doxology.

A very successful lay conference was held at Tamalpais 
School, San Rafael, from August 31 to September 2. About 
sixty were in attendance and a delightful and profitable time 
was enjoyed by all. The gathering began with a dinner on 
Saturday evening, with welcome speeches by Bishop Par- 
sons and Mr. Williams, headmaster of the school. The men 
were introduced, the Archdeacon acting as toastmaster. Fol- 
lowing dinner a talk was made by the Rev. F. B. Bartlett, 
field secretary of the National Council, emphasizing the need 
of personal evangelism and that bringing in Christians, not 
finances, was the first essential. He urged the formation in 
every parish of groups for study, for prayer and for work. 
General discussion followed. Family prayers were led by 
Bishop Parsons. 

On Sunday, September 1, the men went in a body to St. 
Paul’s Church, San Rafael, for the early service of Holy 
Communion, at which time Bishop Parsons celebrated and 
gave a devotional talk. He was assisted by the Archdeacon 
and the Rev. Ernest B. Bradley, rector of the parish. After 
breakfast a conference was held on the subject of diocesan 
needs. Another service was held at 11:00 o’clock in the near- 
by parish church and this was conducted by the lay readers 
of the Diocese. They formed a choir, took the service and 
one of their number, Mr. Percy Woodhouse of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Lomita Park, gave an excellent address. Sunday 
afternoon was given over to rest and relaxation. After supper 
the Rev. Mr. Bartlett gave his second talk. This was followed 
by motion pictures of the Wayside Cross pilgrimage and of 
the Church in Hawaii. The Wayside Cross pictures aroused 
considerable interest and enthusiasm and a special commit- 
tee was appointed to draw up plans for financing of a film 
showing all phases of diocesan activity. This committee con- 
sists of Mr. J. H. Martin of Berkeley, Mr. Charles Orpin of 
St. Luke’s, San Francisco, and Mr. Norman Rushton of St. 
Paul’s, Burlingame. 


Monday, September 2, the report of the Committee on the 
Revision of Budget Quotas was presented by the Rev. Bayard 
H. Jones and the Rev. Lindley H. Miller. Considerable dis- 
cussion was evoked and the men unanimously approved of 
the principle of revision. Mr. Bartlett gave his third address 
on the need of education and enlistment. The plan for a 
provincial organization for churchmen was presented by Dr. 
R. C. Endriss of Oakland. Resolutions of appreciation to 
Mr. Williams and the school authorities were passed and a 
committee appointed for next year’s program.

tee consists of Mr. Walter Trinkler of San Jose, Mr. Maxwell 
MacVean of San Francisco and Commander Graham of 
Berkeley, together with the Archdeacon. 


The accommodations at the school were satisfactory to all 
and the delightful surorundings and excellent cuisine made 
the weekend a most enjoyable one. The men went away with 
the resolve that they were going to support the plans of the 
Field Department in their respecetive parishes and missions. 
They are going to work for the success of the laymen’s meet- 
ings scheduled for October, for the Bishop’s dinner sched- 
uled for November 5, for the formation of parish groups for 
study, prayer and work and for the adoption of the budget 
quota. They unanimously adopted the following: “If this con- 
ference represents a cross-section of lay opinion, the con- 
clusion is that our church people need more than ever such 
a visualization of the iife and teachings of Jesus Christ by 
the sacraments, by preaching, by teaching and by. practice 
as may become realized in everyday life. The heart of Chris- 
tianity is evangelistic and missionary. No man or woman can 
avoid the responsibility of representing Him in home, 
church, social and individual contacts. The value of that 
representation depends upon the extent to which Christ’s 
character as the Son of God and His philosophy of life have 
been incorporated into our individual lives.”

REVISION OF PAROCHIAL QUOTAS 


_At the Lay Conference and Clergy Dinner the Special 
Committee on the Revision of Parochial Quotas appointed 
by the Bishop at the last Diocesan Convention made its re- 
port. The following are the recommendations: 


1. That the $120,000 schedule and the system of arbitrary 
askings by the Finance Committee be superseded by an ac- 
tual budget quota, whereby a total of real needs be appor- 
tioned on the basis of parochial expenditures at equitable 
and practical ratios. 

2. That the total askings for 1930 be set at the sum of 
$80,000; actual receipts to be divided equally between the 
National Council and Diocesan Council. 

‘We are putting the askings at a figure which if paid in 
full, would enable us to pay our entire national apportion- 
ment without strain and to take care of our own pressing 
needs. 

_3. That the churches of the Diocese be classified accord- 
ing to their average parochial expenditures for the years 
1926, 1927 and 1928 in three brackets, to be apportioned for 
the Church’s Program at the following percentages of the 
said expenditure base: Below $5000, 20 per cent; from $5000 
to $10,0000, 33 1/3 per cent, and above $10,000, 50 per cent. 
_ We know that there are certain parishes that have demon- 
strated their ability to pay larger quotas. These will be asked 
to continue, as a safeguard against disaster to the work 
which they have proved to be dear to them. In the case of 
churches having special burdens, such as excessive parochial 
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debts, the Finance Committee should sit as a board of equity 
to fix practicable objectives for the ensuing year. , 

The Special Comimttee was composed of the Rev. Lindley 
H. Miller, chairman; the Rev. Bayard H. Jones, secretary; 
and Messrs. Charles M. Gunn, E. W. Burr and B. A. Mc- 
Allister. The Diocese owes a debt of gratitude to these 
gentlemen for their excellent work, and especially to the 
Rev. Bayard H. Jones, upon whom the burden of the task 


fell. 
The Story of the Church Plot 
By Rev. W. M. Bours, Bishop’s Chaplain 


Back of the progressive purchase of that section of Iona 
Churchyard, in beautiful Cypress Lawn known as the 
Church Plot, is the Christian motive to give due honor to 
the human body as the tabernacle of the Holy Spirit. St. 
Paul reminds the Corinthians of that obligation: “Know ye 
not that your body is a temple of the Holy Spirit, which is 
in you, which ye have from God and ye are not your own?” 

Gray’s Elegy memorializes the varied life history of those 
whose “temples” are marked by mounds, made holy by con- 
secration, each to some heart the most sacred spot on God’s 
Acre. Never nearer, however, than at the altar of Divine 
Love, can one in the Communion of Saints draw to loved 
ones who have departed hence in the Lord. 

It was with true Christian provident care that the late 
Bishop Nichols spiritualized the upkeep of cherished memo- 
ries by arranging for annual celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion in Cypress Lawn Chapel on Easter Monday and on 
All Saints’ Day. 

That anyone may have a share in this fellowship of fond 
remembrances, the offerings taken at those memorial serv- 
ices are devoted toward the purchase price of the Church 
Plot thus set apart for free burials, at the disposal of the 
Bishop, in exceptional cases. 

The Cypress Lawn Cemetery Association has for years, 
with a fine sense of consecrated generosity, furthered this 
project. 

Mr. H. H. Noble, a valued friend of Bishop Nichols, fur- 
nished the following data and, as chairman of the board of 
trustees of the Cypress Lawn Association, has had a large 
agency in the whole enterprise. 

“Shortly after the Cypress Lawn Memorial Park was 
dedicated the Episcopal Church of San Francisco deemed it 
advisable to select a resting place for those of their faith 
who passed away. It so happened that the committee ap- 
pointed by the Church in making its selection decided 
upon Cypress Lawn Memorial Park and on June 6, 1893, 
William Ford Nichols, then Bishop of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, consecrated the tract of ground in Cypress Lawn 
which thenceforth was called ‘Ilona Churchyard.’ The agree- 
ment entered into at that time by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church and the Cypress Lawn Cemetery Association, which 
agreement is still in force, was that the tract of land so dedi- 
cated and set apart was to be sold only to the members of 
the Episcopal Church and a lot once purchased in said tract 
could not be transferred without the consent of the Bishop 
or the clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Dio- 
cese of California. This tract of land consists of five acres 
and is entirely under perpetual care with beautiful grounds, 
velvety lawns, drooping palms and flowering shrubs. The 
prices of plots in this section are the same as prevail in 
ether parts of the cemetery. Each lot purchaser deposits 
with the trustees a certain sum of money, the income only 
being used, which guarantees to the purchaser that Iona 
Churchyard will forever remain a beautiful spot for those 
who have passed on and a place of meditation for the living 
who care to visit there.” 

The reservation, by Bishop Nichols’ arrangement with the 
cemetery association, of that portion of the Iona Church- 
vard known as the Church Plot dates from December 10, 
1901. The two annual memorial services were started prac- 
tically as soon as the Iona tract was consecrated and on 
December 10, 1901, the total of the free-will offerings taken 
at those services amounted to $171.31. 

The first addition to the original plot was made May 9, 
1908. This augmented area was completely filled and the 
subsequent addition, made August 29, 1923, is the land now 
being gradually covered by the two yearly offerings. 

The next service will be held on All Saints’ Day, Friday, 
November 1, at 11:00 a. m. Bishop Parsons will be the 
preacher and the Bishop’s Chaplain the celebrant.

The south transept doorway, a drawing of which is repro- 
duced on the cover of this issue, will be the diocesan memo- 
rial to the late Lydia Paige Monteagle. Gifts of friends every- 
where will build the doorway, the cost of which is estimated 
to be $42,000. The women who worked with Mrs. Monteagle 
in the general cathedral campaign and who shared her en- 
ergy and enthusiasm are taking the lead in the memorial 
plan, together with members of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
Already there have been a number of gifts toward the memo- 
rial and a great many more are expected as the news of the 
project becomes more widespread. All who knew Mrs. 
Monteagle will want to have a part in the memorial, whether 
their gift be modest or large, and it is hoped that the re- 
sponse will be immediate. 

Facing California street, the south portal will be the prin- 
cipal entrance to that portion of the cathedral upon which 
construction is shortly to begin and even after the entire 
structure has been completed it is expected to be the most 
generally used doorway. The top of the porch will be forty- 
two feet above the street and the portal will be some forty 
feet in width. In its entirety the entrance is a substantial 
unit of the south transept and every gift made to the memo- 
rial project will also be of direct service toward completion

of the cathedral. The arch will be faced with Indiana lime- 
stone and the same material will be used for the niches and 
for the setting of the doors, which will be of heavy, carved 
oak, bound with ornamental iron hinges. A suitable memo- 
rial inscription will be placed in the doorway and over the 
arch will be carved a scriptural quotation. 

Mrs. Norman B. Livermore is chairman of the women’s 
committee which has accepted a large share of the responsi- 
bility for securing funds for the memorial. Mrs. Harry M. 
Sherman is chairman of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Dio- 
cese and Mrs. L. C. Lance is chairman for the Auxiliary in 
the Province of the Pacific. Any of these will receive gifts 
for the memorial fund. Those who wish to give may do so 
either in cash or by subscription. Checks should be made 
payable to the Grace Cathedral Building Fund and marked 
“For the Lydia Paige Monteagle Memorial.” Names of all 
who give will be recorded in a book of remembrance. Com- 
munications regarding the memorial should be addressed to 
the Grace Cathedral Building Fund, 1122 California street. 


Work is proceeding steadily on the Chapel of Grace, with 
effort at present being concentrated on tooling the concrete 
surface of the exterior and the casting and erecting of the 
interior columns. Pneumatic chisels are being used to bring 
out the texture of the concrete and the final effect is ex- 
pected to be quite pleasing. Progress of work on the chapel 
was recently inspected by Major-Geenral Grote Hutcheson, 
member of the national comimttee for Washington Cathe- 
dral, who noted many changes in the cathedral site since his 
last visit a year ago. 

The cathedral pulpit, which has been occupied by many 
distinguished visitors in the past few months, will be filled 
by the Rt. Rev. Frank Theodore Woods, D. D., Bishop of 
Winchester, on the morning of Sunday, October 6. The 
Bishop of Winchester comes to this country under the aus- 
pices of the Committee on Interchange of Preachers and 
Speakers between the churches of America, Great Britain 
and France. The cathedral authorities are happy that his 
schedule permits him to preach to the cathedral congrega- 
tion while in San Francisco. 


Bishops from neighboring dioceses preached in the cathe- 
dral in September. Bishop Stevens of Los Angeles was the 
preacher the first two Sundays and Bishop Sanford of San 
Joaquin preached the third Sunday. On the morning of Sep- 
tember 29 the preacher was Archdeacon Porter and in the 
afternoon the pulpit was filled by Dr. Lawrence B. Ridgely, 
member of the faculty of the Divinity School of the Pacific 
and former missionary to China. 


The cathedral was the scene of the annual Quiet Day of 
the clergy of the Diocese on September 19, following the 
clergy conference of the previous day. The conference itself 
was held in Grace Chapel. 


S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the cathedral completion 
committee and senior warden of St. Matthew’s, San Mateo, 
returned September 15 from a three months’ trip to England 
and the Continent. Although business matters occupied a 
large part of his time he found opportunity to visit several 
of the ancient cathedrals of England and France.

Religious Education Notes 


By Avis E. Harvey 


Through the Department of Religious Education plans are 
being made for monthly meetings of the superintendents of 
Church Schools. The superintendents of the schools in San 
Francisco Convocation will hold their first meeting at St. 
Luke’s Church on Monday, October 14. Those of the schools 
in the Oakland Convocation will hold their meeting at St. 
Margaret’s House on Tuesday, October 15. The superin- 
tendents in the San Jose Convocation will not be called for 
a monthly meeting as the distances are so great, but will be 
kept in touch by correspondence and visits. The following 
program suggests the topics that will be discussed: Octo- 
ber—Church School Service Program; Teacher Training. 
November—Little Helpers; Ten-point Standard. December— 
Birthday Thank Offering; Handwork. January—Lenten Of- 
fering; Pictures. February—Easter Pageant; Worship. March 
—Vacation Church School; Weekday Religious Education. 
April—Promotion; Closing Exercises. May—Curriculum. It 
is hoped that the Church School superintendents and depart- 
ment superintendents or their representatives will be present 
at these meetings. The topics to be discussed are those 
that have to do with the administration of the school. The 
superintendent can then take the matter to his teachers’ 
meeting. Further notice of these meetings will be sent to 
each school. 


The diocesan director has been conducting two courses in 
teacher training, one on Christian Nurture principles, for the 
teachers of Richmond. This is a five-hour course, meeting 
once a week. The other is on the primary child, for primary 
teachers of Oakland, and is being held at St. Paul’s Church. 
This is a credit course, the class meeting two hours a week 
for a period of five weeks. If there are other schools or 
groups wishing such a course arrangements for it can be 
made with the director. 


If there are teachers who have credit for International 
courses, that credit can be exchanged for the corresponding 
N. A. T. A. Course. If you are working for an N. A. T. A. 
diploma it is not necesasry to repeat a course if you already 
have International credit for it. Write Miss Harvey about it. 


The diocesan director is now spending each Sunday visit- 
ing the Church Schools of the Diocese. In order to be of the 
most help to the school she asks that the usual morning pro- 
gram to be followed and not a special one put on for her. 
She does not come as the visitor for whom we bring out our 
best but as the friend who knows the worst of us and wishes 
to help in the weakest spots. During the past month three 
very interesting visits were made—one to Christ Church, 
Alameda, where there is a very large and splendid group of 
children and an adequate teaching force under the very able 
leadership of the rector, the Rev. Mr. Shires, who is respon- 
sible for two mission schools as well. The teachers were 
most interested in the whole matter of teaching and asked 
many questions. Arrangements were made for the director 
to spend six hours with them discussing teaching principles. 
A visit was made to St. Peter’s, Oakland, where a most inter- 
esting program of Religious Education is offered to the 
children by Father Gee. At a meeting following the visit the 
teachers planned to work on projects relating to the instruc- 
tion. This is quite a departure from the usual Sunday morn- 
ing plan and the director will meet each month with the 
teachers for a while to guide them along the way. The third 
visit this past month was made to St. Francis Community 
Church, where the Rev. Mr. Hulsewe’s school has grown so 
rapidly that the new building is not large enough. On the 
Sunday the director was there there were 259 children pres- 
ent and until there is adequate space to put them the teach- 
ers will be working under difficulties. Some of the splendid 
training the Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts of St. Francis 
Church are getting was evident to those who attended the 
Prayer Book Cross service and saw them in action. 


The Adult Religious Education Committee of the diocesan 
department will soon make known its program for further- 
ing the religious education of adults. The department asks 
the co-operation of the clergy of the Diocese in getting these 
plans to the parishes and missions. :

“The Impatience of a Layman”

(An address to the Men’s Club of All Souls’ Church, Berkeley, 
September 4) 


As frequently happens, the discourse may seem to stray 
far from the text, so in explanation of my title I may say 
that it was given for publicity purposes at the special re- 
quest of your rector, our very good friend, whose requests 
are regarded as commands by those who have the honor 
and privilege of knowing him. 

If, therefore, there should be any mental or verbal 
criticism of any of my remarks I trust my hearers will place 
the blame where it belongs, for I assure you I do not pre- 
sume to lecture my fellow men, believing with Robert Louis 
Stevenson that although some so-called moral people are 
chiefly concerned with making their neighbors good, there 
is but one person I have to make good—myself; but that my 
duty to my neighbor is to make him happy—if I may. Too 
many people read the second great commandment as “Thou 
shalt make thy neighbor as thyself,” and this interpretation 
is one of the things that most arouses the impatience of this 
layman. 

May I ask you, then, to permit me to express some of my 
own ideas, perhaps none of which will meet with unanimous 
approval, inasmuch as your rector in giving his invitation 
to “talk” said I might say anything I pleased, even though 
he knew he was assuming a tremendous responsibility by is- 
suing such a wide-open specification. 

Although I have borrowed my title from Hugh Studdert 
Kennedy it is not my purpose to review this splendid book 
but perhaps to emphasize what one of his reviewers calls “A 
challenge to all who think and care about religion” and to 
induce others to answer “his ringing call to a new reality in 
religion and life.” 

Lest anyone may have thought that my impatience and its 
expression might be directed at the clergy of our glorious 
and historic Church, let me say at once that such is not the 
case but that I am decidedly impatient of the apathy of the 
laity and the apparent lack of active interest in our splendid 
heritage. On the whole, our clergy are self-sacrificingly do- 
ing splendid work and with who'e-hearted support, in other 
words team-work, on the part of the laity, there is no limit 
to the possibilities of accomplishment through our own or- 
ganization. 

We hear on all sides the cry that “The churches (used in 
the plural) are failing,” that religion itself is out of date, 
that “intelligent men do not go to church” and so on. To my 
mind all these expressions are simply the voices of laymen 
who with one consent try to make excuse for their own in- 
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dolence or indifference and it is high time that those of us 
who profess and believe otherwise shou'd combat this tend- 
ency by voice and action. 

Consider what has been accomplished by the impatience 
of laymen through the ages. The Old Testament Scriptures 
the full of splendid stories of the achievements of laymen 
whose lives and deeds need not be enumerated to this audi- 
ence. Abraham, Moses, Joshua and many others, each in his 
own time and according to the needs of that time, proclaim- 
ed and kept alive the spirit of religion. 

The founder of Christianity, Jesus of Nazareth, was, in 
the eyes of the priests and people of his day, just an im- 
patient layman but how true in our America today are some 
of his accusations—scribes, Pharisees, hypocrites teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of men, laying on men‘s 
shoulders burdens grievous to be borne, which they will 
not touch with so much as a fingertip. 

He did not teach the law of life but the way of love, yet 
there are many today claiming to speak in his name through 
press and pulpit whose utterances are considered by the 
unthinking as the voice of “the” church and as an exposition 
of religion, who are primarily responsible for causing many 
men of good-will to say and feel they have no use for “the 
churches” and no interest in “religion” so-called and demon- 
strated. Here, surely, is just cause for impatience on the 
part of laymen, which should find expression in concerted 
action for the purpose of proving to the disaffected that such 
utterances are contrary to the teachings of the Master and 
have no proper relationship to “the faith once delivered to 
the saints.” 

A most impatient layman was St. Paul, both before and 
after his conversion, but he, in spite of physical disabilities 
and all opposition from both church and state, “turned the 
world upside down” and compelled a hearing under the 
most adverse conditions. 

Another impatient layman was St. Francis of Assissi, who, 
in the flower of manhood and at the height of his popularity 
as a society man and all-around good fellow, came to the 
conclusion that something should be done—and did it. 


A revival of spirituality in England was brought about 
under the leadership of another impatient layman, Oliver 
Cromwell, and though in some respects he and his followers 
went to extremes in their zeal, as is the case with some of 
our contemporaries, the net result was for good. 


One of the greatest religious awakenings in history was 
due to the impatience of two laymen, John and Charles 
Wesley. And here let me remind you that their aim was re- 
form within the church, rather than a schism which un- 
happily continues to this day. 

In our own time we have seen the impatience of that dis- 
tinguished layman, Theodore Roosevelt, compel the admira- 
tion even of his political opponents and re-awaken the con- 
science of a nation which, under increasing prosperity, had 
been slumbering too long. 


The few instances of impatient laymen I have mentioned 
will bring to your minds many more in all walks of life but 
with special reference to the purpose of this meeting I ask 
you to remember that in all cases it was necessary for the 
leader to bring others into association with himself, thus 
illustrating the value of our many human associations what- 
ever their designation. We must, however, differentiate be- 
tween our churchmen’s associations and the many so-called 
service clubs as having a higher purpose—namely, the ad- 
vancement of the Kingdom of God among men, a service 
which is perfect freedom. 


None of us need feel disqualified for membership by rea- 
son of inherited or developed theological differences, for to 
quote Tennyson: “I doubt not through the ages one increas- 
ing purpose runs and the thoughts of men are widened in 
the process of the suns” and again, “The old order changeth. 
giving place to new; and God fulfils Himself in many ways.” 


Nor can we accomplish anything of ourselves alone, for: 


“More things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams 
of; 
For what are men better than sheep or goats 
That nourish a blind life within the brain, 
If, knowing God, they lift not hands of prayer 
Both for themselves and those who call them friend? 
For so the whole round earth is every way 
Bound by gold chains about the feet of God.” 


The Call of the Fisherman

“Let a man deny himself.” I will make you fishers of men. 
I will show you where the fish are most plentiful. I will 
teach you the kind of bait to use. I will teach you patience to 
wait. I will show you how to keep out of sight of the fish. I 
will give you a strong body, a keen mind, and a calm spirit. 
[ will teach you the co-ordination of all your powers. I will 
show you that self is the embodied power to fish for men. 


But you must keep out of sight. Too much of the objective 
“T am” scares the fish away. Too little of the inward “I am” 
scares you away from the fish. Too much of the noise of 
human personality may cause you to toil all night and catch 
nothing. Full realization of the divine presence and person- 
ality will cause your nets to fill to the breaking point. Keep 
out of sight. 

Deny yourself as being somebody apart from the world’s 
need, its ills, its troubles, its mad pursuit of material 
pleasure. 

Make your atonement with it. Be willing to eat with publi- 
cans and sinners. I did so before you. 

Plunge into the buman tide of pain and sickness with the 
finger of God and touch them in my name. And I will heal 
them. 

Deny yourself as apart from those who stand in the 
shadow and fear of death. Stand with them and say to 
them, “Fear not, thy God liveth—thy son liveth.” 

Enter the circle of those who see only chaos in their af- 
fairs and show them that the same divine order which is 
established in you is theirs. 

Go to those who have placed their happiness in some 
earthly trust which has failed and show them that when all 
human beings fail I will take them up and I do not fail. 


Even if you would, you can not be apart from them. You 
can not be apart from me. You can not be apart from my 
Father. Your oneness with them and with me and with my 
Father keeps you from standing apart and saying, “I am not 
as other men are.” 

When you visit the sick you visit me. When you feed the 
hungry you feed me. When you bind up the bruised you 
serve me. When you clothe the naked you clothe me. And 
when you minister to them and to me and to my Father 
you minister to yourself. For in me you live and move and 
have your being. 

When you love your fellows you love me and when you 
serve them you serve me, for I am among you as one that 
serveth. If you love the world you can not fish for men, for 
I am the Fisherman of the world. 


If you love life in every form you love me, for I am life 
and in oneness of purpose and spirit you will find life more 
abundantly. 

Deny yourself as being apart form your brother, for if you 
love not your brother whom you have seen how can you 
love me whom you have not seen? 

This is the right side of the ship and casting your nets 
here they shall be full. 

The essence of the Incarnation was, “The Word made sub- 
stance.” An immediate corollary is, “The Word made serv- 
ice.” Everything proceeds from an idea to a word, from the 
word to form. The call of the Fisherman was to show them 
that they might serve and in that service show their allegi- 
ance to Him. 

Service is forever the measure of your devotion to my 
cause, especially the cause of Christ. Service is the rent you 
pay for the space you occupy. The fatality in the man with 
a sing'e talent lay not in the fact of his limited capital but in 
his unreadiness to use it. Any natural gift neglected becomes. 
a liability. Any idea unexpressed starts the atrophy of the 
powers of expression. Any impulse to express that which 
you are, which is held up by some hesitancy or diffidence or 
other forms of inferiority complex will at once start up a 
vicious circle of failure which will touch and hinder every 
effort. 

Know you that every strong desire must find expression in 
service. If the normal expression is not expedient then di- 
vert, redirect or sublimate the power into some other form 
of expression. 

What this new way may be is often a puzzle but you may 
easily find its solution. Many of my students have testified

Are We Playing Fair with the Church? 


When one stops to consider the many blessings afforded 
by present-day civilization it is natural to look to its incep- 
tion. Christianity means education. Education brings forth 
science and invention and the latter accomplishes a progres- 
sive civilization. We would be living in caves, traveling 
on foot and in utter ignorance of all that we are now enjoy- 
ing if it were not for one thing—Christ and the Church. 

Just as many people enjoy the benefits of signs and warn- 
ings placed by automobile associations throughout the coun- 
try without contributing to their support, so are many of 
us benefiting by modern civilization developed through the 
influence of Christianity these past 2000 years, without as- 
suming our share in the maintenance of the source of Chris- 
tian teaching—the Church. 

Now comes, our part in the advancement of religion and 
the upkeep of places of worship, for in time of need or dis- 
tress God and the Church is the first thought of people. 
Every year huge sums of money are sought for promotion of 
one thing or another. A wealthy man will give thousands so 
that his name may be linked with some sport or contest. 
Contributions are received from all parts of the country, 
from those merely interested. I wonder how many have 
stated at some time that it was impossible for them to con- 
tinue their p'edge to the Church, or they could not attend 
services on Sunday for that was the only day the family 
could get together? Would not the best idea be to take the 
family to church, help fill the pews and donate your little 
bit for its support? 

May I compare a minister to a doctor? A doctor is on call 
every hour, for people become ill at most inopportune times 
and expect the physician to be on hand when they need his 
assistance. So it is with a minister—not only do people 
bring their physica) troubles to him but every sort, from 
family to financial worries. He helps them; he consoles them 
and they go on their way happy. They do not receive a 
statement for “services rendered.” Then we have physical 
and mental ills—one cured by the doctor and the other by 
a rector. The physician is presented with a check and the 
minister with thanks. Is it fair? Just as the doctor needs 
patients, the minister needs people and the ones who will 
gladly give of themselves for the preservation of the Church 


that when they were puzzled as to the meaning of a para- 
graph in the lessons they wou'd get still and ask themselves 
“Now, just what would Dr. Boyd say that this statement 
means?” And in a few moments the answer would rise up 
clearly in mind. 

I pass it on to you, students in the great school of life, so 
that when you can not see the answer to your life’s problems 
you will be still and ask the Great Master, Christ, what its 
meaning is to you. And you may be sure that if you get still 
enough to hear Him who is speaking forever more you will 
get the answer. Learn this one lesson of discipleship and 
you will be ready to serve thousands by showing them the 
way to serve effectively. 

He who speaks to them in olden time still speaks this day 
to us. Revelation never ceased. The Bible went to print but 
God kept right on talking. His revelation of truth is as new 
as the last flower that bloomed or the last babe that was 
born. Read all that He has spoken and be guided by it but 
listen to what He is saying to you today. 
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of God. We are expecting too much for what we give in re- 
turn. You do not often hear a minister complain about the 
unfailing pledges or the non-attending members but I can 
truthfully say that he would sincerely like to see you next 
Sunday morning or evening starting anew to do your share 


in the support of the Church. We want you first, then your 
co-operation.

The Reorganization Plan 


For some time many of us have been aware that there are 
certain factors in the construction of our diocesan Young 
People’s Fellowship organization which make administration 
difficult through unwieldiness and retard our natural de- 
velopment. We have known that some changes should be 
made but nothing definite was done to remedy the situa- 
tion. With this idea in mind an interested group of members 
and advisors assembled and drew up a proposed plan of 
revision which was presented to the recent fall conference. 
The conference heartily approved the plan and the work of 
presenting it to the chapters for their study and approval is 
moving on apace. It now becomes the duty of every Young 
People’s Fellowshiper to thoroughly study and discuss this 
proposition from every angle, so that when the time comes 
a fair and balanced judgment may be given. 

Any organization, to function efficiently, should have di- 
rect contacts with its sub-units, these in turn having contact 
with their elements. Thus a pyramid form of design is built 
up and operation is smooth and continuous. Under the exist- 
ing system the concentration of powers in the diocesan coun- 
cil, which incidentally is largely an appointive body, vio- 
lates this principle. The geographical makeup of the Dio- 
cese renders the present methods ineffectual. Further, since 
our ultimate goal is a chapter in every parish and mission 
in the Diocese, it is obvious that the existing system would 
continue to grow more and more unwieldy as extension and 
growth proceed and a chaotic condition would result. 

The proposed plan eliminates these difficulties by estab- 
lishing strong and direct contact between the chapters (ele- 
ments) and the convocation organizations (sub-units), leav- 
ing the work of higher administration to the diocesan coun- 
cil which would be composed of representatives, equal in 
number, from each convocation. 

The necessary work of constitutional revision is being 
carried on by a committee, all of whose members are ex- 
perienced in Young People’s Fellowship matters. Any sug- 
gestions will be welcomed and given due consideration, for 
the final result will not be for the betterment of a few but 
for all.
